America and was employed in mines in 
the w est as an assayer. 
He removed 
to New' York in 1.S8.0 with a fortune ob­ 
tained as a mining prospector. 


ire returned to England In 1889 and 
conducted linanclal operations on such 
a vast scale as to earn for him tbe 
reputatlop of a 
Monte-Cbristo. 
H is 
lavish expendit\ires daz/Jed the British 
public, ond be was regarded for a 
time as the greatest tlnaneial genius 
o f tho age. 
He organized company 
after company. He formed tbe London 
and Globe Finance corporation, lim­ 
ited, to take over the various securities 
of mining corporations in wlilch ho 
was interested. 
In December, IDOO, 
tliis corporatiou failed and carried ruin 
to many homes In Great Britain and 
crippled several 
prominent 
bushu'ss 
houses. 
Many members of the London 
stock exchange were ruined by the fail­ 
ure. 
'J’hirteen banking and brokerage 
firms failed as u result of the collapse 
of his comi>any.

John W. Bookwalter of Ohio, who has 
traveled extensively in the far east, 
whcfi asked l»y a rcporlcr of the New 
York Triliune for ills views on the e.K- 
lating situation tliere ns related lo tho 
possible conflict betWv-en Riwisla and 
Japan, said: 


"The present far eastern situation Is 
full of gravely Imporlant possibilities 
and may precli>ital(! consideration of n 
qtH'stlon 
of 
worldwide 
signilicance. 
Should 
war 
begin 
betw(>en 
liussia 
and Japan, as now seem s imminent, 
other powers will doubtless be involved, 
and the ultimale result will be a new 
nllgnment of Ihe nations of the earth. 
Th(i (|uestlon in its broadest sense that 
may be involved will array the orien- 
InLs, who stand for that which l.s qual- 
itntive and senlim enlal. on one .«tide and 
tho occidentals, who reprcs(>nt the (luan- 
tltatlve, material and commercial, on 
the other. 


"nussla’a position is much mlsunder- 
filood. 
She has no ambition, primarily, 
to e.vtend lu'r territory; she has now 
one-seven 111 of the land area of the 
World. Tlie thing she wants and which 
is nn absolute necessity to lier in this 
age of international commerce l.s an 
open port, for with all her vast territo­ 
ry she is bottled up. W hether she s(>eks 
nn otillet through the Black sea, by 
w ay of the I’erslan gulf or through 
Manchuria or Korea, she 1s laid open to 
tho charge of seeking to acquire fur­ 
ther territory, 
'i'his is not, however, 
tho fundamental purpose, but is Inci­ 
dental and of secondary moment, lius- 
shi is taunted with tiie fact that she 
has no c(>mnierce, which is of ‘¡ourse 
Impossible without access to the sea. 


"She has been shut In by the coali- 
tl(ui of Em'oiiean poAvers of which Eng­ 
land is the lu'ad, and it looks ns if tho 
present movement in the far east, un­ 
doubtedly inspli*i'd by England, aims 
to perpetuate the same jiurpose. 
Kus- 
sla is said to lie less prog^re.ssive than 
some of the neighboring i»ower.s. but 
In this connection it should be remem­ 
bered that for o(tO years she w as the 
l)Uhvark that protected all of conti­ 
nental Europe a.gainst tht; invasion of 
tiio Tartar hordes, and in -doing tliis 
sho w as necessarily wcakent!d and her 
progress greatly retardc<l. 


"Every step in Russian policy look­ 
ing to the acquisition of .'in outlet es­ 
sential to tho upbuildin.: of her com­ 
merce has been accepted by England 
as a menace eitlier to India or English 
ambitions in China. Tho western world 
looks with covetous eyes upon tho mil­ 
lions of possible consumers in China. 
It is people they w ant to manipulate 
for profit. 
The community of interest 
between 
England 
and 
the 
United 
States Is comtnercialisni. 


"Ilussian teiTltory borders on China 
for about 7,000 miles, and the ethnical 
sympatliy, 
considered 
in 
connection 
w ith their close pro.ximlty, forljids that 
they should be natiu'al enemies. 
Tlie 
sam e ethnical relation includes Japan, 
and if other infiuences Avere not at 
Avork there Avould be a speedy settle­ 
ment of the questions noAV at issue be- 
tAveen Ilussia and Japan. 
B ut it may 
Avell be imagined in tho light of all the 
circumstances that England is again at 
the liottom of tho Situation. 
Her re 
puted desire to promote jieace Avould 
seem to be Avanting in sincerity, and 
in vicAV of the attitude assumed by 
Englaml her ancicnt enemy, Ilussia, 
cannot recede. 
The contlict is inevita­ 
ble and may soon come. 


Should England openly ally herself 
to Japan it may be safely predicted 
that Russia Avlll use the transcaspian 
road, Avhich, With its branches, now 
runs A’cry neftr f'lo Indian border, as a 
means of transportation for guns and 
AA-ar munitions Avith Avhich to equip the 
hill tribes of northern India. Of tlieso 
there are 15,000,000 or 20.000,000, and 
th e Avhole country could easily be set 
ablaze. The H im alayas afi’ord a fruit 
I'ul field for revolt. The Avhole of India 
has hitherto been kept under English 
subjection through the iuiibillty of the 
natives to equip themselves w ith mod 
crn implements of AAmrfare. 


The time Avas that such equipment 
could reach the Indians through tho 
seaports, but since England has con 
trolled in India sho has so jealotisly 
guarded tho ports that all equipment 
for Avarfaro has been excluded I'roiii 
the country. 
The transc.asplan road 
OA'cr AA'hlch I traveled for a dlstanco of 
2,000 miles, is essentially a military 
road. Every man ouiployed upon it is a 
soldier. Projected in a direct line, as it 
w ill be extended, it w ill nearly cross 
Tibet arid w ill be aimed at the heart of 
China. It is of greater strategic impor­ 
tance thati the Iranssiberlan road. Up 
bn the latter I traveled as the only 
AnSerican passen,ger on the first through 
ti'ain from M o s c o a v to Irkutsk, a dis 
4anco of 4,300 iniles. Since then the 
line has been completed its full lengtli 
of 0,200 miles to Yiiidlvostok. 


"I had visited China nearly tAventy 
\e a is -igo, and it Avas to gratify per­ 
sonal lurH.sity as to exact conditions in 
central Asia that I made the trip in 
Russia, extending it into Siberia as far 
ns tho road imd then been completed 
In tlie event of Avar Russia. Avithoiit 
doubt, will convert the trnnssiberian 
road into a military highAvny over 
Avhieh to transport men. numinous of 
Avar and supplies to tho far east. On 
every verst (iwo-thirds of a mile) tjie 
entire leugt!» of tlio road there is a 


guard, and with such n comjiletc sy» 
lem of protectirn interruption of traflU 
Avoiild not be easily accomplished. And 
if \Var AVere in iirogress every man env 
l)lo.\c(I on lh(i liui} would l»e a ^’oidier

large 
numbers

Wussiar 
Ifoops have I;'*cn transported lo tlir 
prol»abl(! theater of war over this line. 


“.lapan could only hope at best to sc 
cui'e a briefly feiuporary advanbige, foi 
in 1h(? end Russia will accomplish hei 
aim. 
Even 
if tlie powers combiuf 
against her they cannot drive iier out 
(jf Russia, and they caiinol |jrey upon 
her commerce, for she has none open tt 
attack. 
Russia Is rich in re.sonrccs ami 
Is self contained. She can ninnufactui;? 
her oAvn guns and munii Ions of war, 
and when foodstuffs -are considered II 
should he remembered that she exports 
Imost na much grain as the United 
States. 


It is probably AAddo of the truth tc 
«ssnme there Is no sympathy between 
Ilussia and China. 
Siiould war come. 
hoAvever, and Chinn assume an attitude 
unfriendly to Russia It is highly proba­ 
ble that a Russian army would iirompt 
ly occupy Peking, or it migiit bo tjono 
with tlie consent of tJhina. 


Englishmen living in Ru.^siii Avitli 
Avhom I came in contact speak with Im­ 
patience of Engiisii oincial misconcep- 
tlon of Russia’s purposes and asserì 
that tliere is |ji fact a real cosiimunity 
of int(*rest belAveen England and Rus­ 
sia and not the natural anta,j:onism st 
freipiently assumed. Russia's purposes, 
broadly interpreted, present no causc 
for conflict, and if the proidems uoav 
presented are viewed in a rational light 
and settled upon ,n broader, higiier 
plane than that of mere commercliillsm 
it Avili make for universal peace for 
many centuries. But Russia is .schooled 
in the arts of diplomacy, and tiie liand 
of lOnglaml iiushing Japan lo tiie con­ 
flict is ill conceah'd. 
Once Avar l>egins 
England Aviil exiiect that the United 
Stntes will take a hand."
